sented to the Convention yesterday. 
The Convention’s 
Committee on 
suffrage and elections, which 
was 
also presented yesterday, included a 
literacy test for voters and the sub­ 
stitution of party conventions of pri­ 
mary elected delegates for the pres­ 
ent form of party 
primaries. 
One 
thousand copies of each report were 
ordered printed. 
The report of the Committee 
on 
Legislation was largely written by 
former State Senator Frank H. Far­ 
ris, of Rolla, and contains a stipula­ 
tion that w’hile supported 
in every 
respect by a majority of the commit­ 
tee, no member thereof is bound to 
support the recommendations on the 
floor. 
That provision was included 
by Farris to enable several members 
of the committee to urge 
on 
the 
floor their views that both houses of 
the Legislature should be reduced in 
size. One proposal sought to have a 
Senate of 17 members as against 34 
at present .and a House of 34 instead 
of the 56, which will make up the 
next House. 
In recommending 
in­ 
creasing the pay of legislators the 
committee decided that while $10 a 
day would not remunerate fully the 
type of men really fitted to perform 
such duties, It would enable legisla­ 
tors to make expenses without put­ 
ting their wives on the payroll or re­ 
sorting to similar expedients, 
and 
hence it might raise the general tone 
of the Legislature. 
The legislators would not be able 
to draw $10 a day indefinitely, how*- 
ever, as they w*ould be limited to 60 
days at that pay during regular ses­ 
sions, as against TO at present; to 
SO days during the special sessions 
which may run ^definitely at pres­ 
ent, and to 90 days during revision 
sessions, as against 120 days under 
the rule now in vogue. At the end 
of the outlined 
period 
.their pay 
would drop to $1 a day.

in a statement issued from the high­ 
way department offices. 
“Other sections may ne built of a 
high type gravel, where such mater­ 
ials are suitable and plentiful for the 
construction and upkeep of the road. 
On the heavy traveled 
federal 
pri­ 
mary and state secondary system of 
roads the types above referred 
to 
may be constructed. 
It Is generally 
recognized that the $60,000,000 will 
not build a high type road on the en­ 
tire system of 7,640 miles designated 
by the legislature. 
“The amount allowed for the fed­ 
eral primary or the state secondary 
system will not, In many cases be 
sufficient, to build the type of road 
that the traffic demands or that the 
commission would like to construct, 
but with full

road to carry and of the money that

Tw o Sides of Turnover 


The alert business man dealing with 
present day conditions knows that 
the big word today is “Turnover.” 
Whether he be a merchant, manufac­ 
turer, jobber, or banker, he sees that 
one thing with a clear vision un­ 
biased by the limits of his own busi­ 
ness. It is in the air, and on the tip 
of every tongue. 


And yet many of them—entirely 
too many—are thinking of only one 
side of Turnover. They think of it as 
meaning rapid selling-putting money 
in and getting it out quickly and at 
a profit. They realize that they must 
put greatly increased efforts back 
of all their plans for selling and dis­ 
tribution. 


The other half of Turnover is the 
consumer. All selling plans and ef­ 
forts fail if the consumer doesn’t 
want to buy. His desire for the pro­ 
duct must be created. He must meet 
the seller half way. He must be in a 
mood to buy before the salesman 
meets him across the counter. 


That is the function of Advertising 


—to create consumer demand and 
consumer preference. With this de­ 
mand as a fact all selling plans have 
a chance to succeed. Without it they 
fail. The only chance for salesman­ 
ship to succeed without an existing 
demand is for salesmanship to as­ 
sume the task that belongs to adver­ 
tising—the task of creating demand. 


If the present efforts that are be­ 
ing put into selling were amply sup­ 
ported by a corresponding effort to 
create consumer demand through 
Advertising, the business conditions 
of this country would be rapidly 
changed into an era of great pros­ 
perity—in spite of Old World condi­ 
tions and everything else. 


The proof of this is in the fact 
that right now, under these very 
conditions, the manufacturers who 
are putting proper emphasis on 
creating a demand for their product, 
as well as selling it, are doing a big 
business and are actually getting the 
high turnover that others are trying 
so strenuously to get through in­ 
tensive selling.
